I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a dispenser without a plunger or a tension device. 

II. Claims 8-21, drawn to a valve. 

III. Claims 22-24, drawn to a dispenser with a plunger. 

IV. Claims 25-31 , drawn to a dispenser with a tension device. 

V. Claim 32, drawn to a dispenser without a valve. 

VI. Claim 33, drawn to a mechanism for rotating an applicator. 

VII. Claim 34, drawn to an applicator. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions (I) to (VII) are directed to related products. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect.
